Uses of Buokwheat.

The name buckwhoat Is derived fvom the

Gorman ** Buchweltzen'' | Beechwhoat ),
from the resomblance of the seed to beegh-
mwakt, It belongs to u fumily of knot.
weeds, of which there are numeronr speoies
in the United States. Thers ure three cnl-
tivated plants, viz,, common buokwheat,
Polygonum  fagopyrum ; Tartarian buek-
whent P. Tatmrrieum, aod notehed-soeded
buckwheat, P. emarginatuom. The fist s
onltivated ohiloliy Amarien, the socond
in Italy, the third in China,

There is & close resemblade in the com-
position of buckwheat and rye. In the
grain of buckwheat there is twenty-seven
per cent of hosk. The sevonty-three por
cent of flour closely resembles thatof rye
in golor and propertics, nad the amonnt and
composition of the ash of both plants ars
nearly identical when they are grown in
similar #oil, The dry grain or rye contuins
2. 4 per cent, of ash, that of Buckwhent 2,1
per cent, of ash.

Huckwheat is extovsively used as food
for man and live stook, und is decidedly
In the States of New York and
Pennsylvania it is considered the best fat-
tening food for sheep. Thoe uwnground
grain nud fresh straw produce a singular
offact upon swine, cansing cutaneous erup-
tions of the skin,and dizziness whioh some-
times ends in death,  In some plnces buok-
whoat is plowed in as green manure for the
wheat arap.

Altbough buckwheat flour is soldom nsed
in the United Blates except for making hot
cikes in winter, it is employed ina variety
of wiys in Europe. I Italy and Holland
crumpets are mado of it whicl is eaten
with butter orsugar. Itis also used in
theso countries with water or milk for
liasty pudding, In almost any part of Ger-
many it is used with the flour of ryo or
wheat for making bread. In Saxony and
Silesin, buckwheat enkes or pudding form
nogreat part of the three dally meals of the
peasantry.  Various preparations of buok-
whent flour appear prominently on the
tables of the rich in Holland, Germuny sud
Husxin, and by all claases in theso countries
it in considered  wholesome and nutritious,

Electric Railway Whistles.

The Frevch have Intely introduced a sys-
tem by which a stationary electric battery
ik mude subservient to blow the whistle of
wn approwchiog locomotive, in ense the road
s not olewr, without' the engineer haviog
to give any attention to it. Buch an ar.
rangement s, of course, exceodingly val-
unble at vight, and especially dorving » fog,
when signals cannot bo seen at a distance.
It is tho reverse of the system introduced
on the Hudson river railvoad, by which
avery appronching locomotive sets o sta-
tionury electro.magnetic alarm bell at the
depot in motion, In the Fronch systom re-
farred to, the obstruction at the depot
utarts the steasm whistle onevery approach-
ing locomofive when the train ju still far
enough nway 1o slucken speed and stop. 1t

(hnenow been iu uninterrupted operation
on the line of the Northern Company of
Franoe for some time;, aod has been found
practioally. suceessful in use, vegulmly in-
forming the enginesr whether the way is
clear or not. The signal tender turns
disk, andseuds an eleotric curvent In the di.
rection of the coming trin tos bar placed
between the rails ; whon the engine reaches
tho spot, & metal brush, placed between the
wheols, sweeps the bar, the cusrent passes
o the engine, and, by means of an electro-
magnael, pressos upon « lever which opens
the stenm whistle, thus making it blow wa-
dtomatically. The rapidity with which the
danger  sigonl ¢an  be sent appenns to be
dnitoh in its favor.
